The estimated mid-year p( initiation of all these towns in 
22,084, 157. 1 he births and deaths recorded in these tov n.s 
numbered 12,102 and 7,550 representing birth and death 
rates of 28 ’6 and 17’ 8 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) India : — The truths and dc^ft recorded in towns o! 
India wero 10, 901 and 6,923 giving birth at*l death rates of 
28.0 and 17’ 8 per thousand of the population respectively. Nc- 
Jlore in Madras pro\ jnce was the only town which retn tied n 
high death rate of 5] -2 per thousand of the population and 
'this high death. rate was not duo to any of the specified causes.
